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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yang (US 5,873,377). 

Yang discloses a hair styling device comprising two clasp plates (clipping 
elements 10,20). Each plate (clipping element 10,20) includes a barrel (containing part 
51 ) provided thereon. A spring member (40) is received and shielded within the barrels 
(containing parts 51) of the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20). The spring (40) 
recovers and biases the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20) toward each other when 
the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20) are released. Each of the barrels (containing 
parts 51 ) includes a positioning pin (projecting parts of spring 41 ,42) attached thereto. 
The ends of the spring member (40) are coupled to the positioning pins (projecting parts 
of spring 41 ,42). Each barrel (containing part 51 ) includes at least one groove (trenches 
54) formed therein to receive the positioning pin (projecting parts of spring 41,42). The 
grooves (trenches 54) secure the ends of the spring to the barrels (containing parts 51 ) 
so that barrels are rotated relative to each other when the spring member (40) is 
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twisted. Each of the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20) includes a cavity (holding 
recesses 122,222) formed therein. Each of the barrels (containing parts 51) includes a 
protrusion (plate area 55) extended therefrom and engaged into the cavities (holding 
recesses 122,222) of the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20) respectively so that the 
barrels (containing parts 51) are secured to the clasp plates (clipping elements 10,20). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4, 5, and 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bolito (US 6,357,452), Potut et al. (US5,979,467), Potut 
(6,354,307), and Potut (US 5,842,482) disclose spring-biased hair clips with housings 
for shielding the spring.
